liquor of any kind should be prohibited 
In all public places during church 'hours 
and divlno service. 
After 3 o'clock the 


day shall be mado free for rest and recre- 
ation of tho people In tho interest of good 
morals nnd labor as well as capital.

sources: First, from pi-rsonal <iualitics, 
physical characteristics or profession, an-J, 
second, in the case of important persoTi- 
agcs, from the causes of their homes or 
estates. Readers who urn familiar with 
tho writing.-; of Sir Walter Scott—mare 
porticularlythosc of his tales whoso sub- 
jects oro,Scottish—will remember that ho 
is givcm-to calling many of Ills characters 
by the names of their estates or holdings. 


When ho had once referred to a person 


ns the Laird o' Tullicttidlem, tho Laird o' 
Dumbiedykes, the Laird o' Garr-cafideun, 
and so on, he is in the habit of dropping1 
tho earlier part ot tho expression and 
speaking of them simply as Tullietudlom, 
Dumbiedykes, Garscaddcn, etc. This prac- 
tice is carried on ill Scotland even at the 
present day and was universal in Saxoo 
and Scardinavian countries centuries ago.

David, writing several centuries later, 
gives tbe foUowiEja-dcscription of intense 
winter weather: • ±Io jriveth snow like 
wool- lie ecattereth tho hoar frost like 
ashes. He casteth forth his ice liko mor- 
sels. Who can stand before his cold?" 


Such is tho account of the climate in the 


land of Palestine OS and UO centuries ago. 
But, instead of BUOVV, hail, ico with tho 
solidity of rock and frozen sea, tbo in- 
habitants of that 'country today live in a 
hot, snJtry cliraate, in which snow nud ice 
ore never seen. The climate of Italy as 
it was of old time and the great chango 
which bos come.to it aro not beyond the 
student's knowledge. Virgil was both a 
poet and a skilled agriculturist, and in 
his •'Gecrgics" ho often gives directions 
for the security of young cattle against thn 
dangerous effects of ice and snow and 
periods o- intensely culd weather. His di- 
rections were for rlie neighborhood of 
Maniua. ..nd Naples, and when speaking 
of Calabria, the most southern and hottest 
r.art of Italy, ho alludes to the freezing of 
the large nvors and streams ss a thing to 
be expected annually. Xor docs be stand 
aloco iu bis witness as to this matter, for. 
Pliny, Juvenal aud other authors of their 
time speak of ice and snow as prevalent in 
all parts of Italy, while JElian, if we re- 
member correctly, devotes a whole chapter 
to the giving of specific directions of how 
to fish Jar cols when the rirers are covered 
with ice. These descriptions of Italian 
ciimato apply as it was IS centuries ago. 


Ovid can be quoted in this connection 


also.

with, less fullness than wo might could wo 
turn to tho author's books, but should any 
classicist be interested to follow us he will 
find that our recollection is essentially 
correct.

in tbii; century in Constantinople or has 
knowledge of its ciimato. Tho Alps and 
Apennines are the highest of European 
mour.t.'.ins. History has no stranger t-.ilo 
to tell tiinn the marc!-, of lTa!ir.ibal'sari.i7 
over these lofty ranges. It was one of tho 
wonders of antiquity. Livy and Polybius 
both bear repeated ioi.timoi:y to the suffer- 
ings of his troops fron: the torriblo cold 
they encountered and tho awful obstacles 
of tho snow and ico. But these mountains 
aro easilv passed today.

It has been tho custom until very re- 


cently to consider raisins as an article 
purely of:lusury and deem them only 
suited to the tables of thoso who are a 
to indulge themselves in such things 
servo n:ero!y to please tho palato. In con 
sequence, 'however, 
of tho marvelous 


growth of tho raisin industry ill Califor- 
nia and tho cheapness of the product tc 
the consuniciMhc question has been raised 
whether tho raisin docs not possess an in- 
trinsic food value independent of its use as 
a luxury, and the argument seems to fuvoi 
tho affirmative of the proposition. 


It it asserted by those who Imvc studied 


the question from a scientific and hygienic 
standpoint that tho nutritive power ol 
raisins as compared with meat is as foui 
to one. 
This, wo imagine, may be taken 


with somo grains of allowance, but never- 
theless it is susceptible of demonstration 
that raisins, like other dried fruits, arc 
genuine food, contain elements which arc 
fully as necessary to good health as florin, 
dextrin and all tho rest of the thing; 
which analytical chemists have discovered 
in fleshmakine anil strengthmaking foods.

I!io Misratlon of Population to Great Cen- 


tor.s and Its Dancer. 


The closing decades of this century are 


witnessing no raoro rcmark.il))e.phenoino- 
non than • that shown in tlio migration oC 
population, not so much from country to 
country, as from place to place in tho 
same country, writes Hoary J. Fletcher 
in Tho Forum. Tills interior migration 
is most noticeable lu the most progressive 
lands. It is effecting a rapid transforma- 
tion in Germany, England, in Australasia* 
uudex widely diffunmt conditions, but no- 
where is its operation more genural than 
in tl* United States. In Australia, for 
example, tlie rural districts prosper and 
a few great cities grow onormoiisly, whilo 
all tho intcnnodiate ^jinmunitios nro rel- 
atively stagnant, but in tho United States 
tho drift is unmistakably from tho farms 
to tho nearest village, from the village to 
tho town and from the town to tho city. 
Out of a total of 909 townships in >>cw 
York 271 gained numerically between 1SSO 
and 1890, while C35, or more than two- 
thirds, became less populous.1 


This transplantation 1ms most ftvrreach- 


iug effects. 
Politically it transfers a pre- 


ponderance of power to the great cities, 
changing tho results of Important elections 
aud increasing the urgency of municipal 
problems. 
Socially it swells tho number 


of tl-.o classes most exposed to agitation 
and discontent, intensifies tho dangers to 
bo apprehended from social upheavals and 
widens tho growing chasm between r,he 
clash's 
It ooncontrat.es tlio wealth oE tlio 


nation into fewer hands and reacts pro- 
foundly upon the inarorial, social and po- 
litical life of the entire nation. 
Tho moro 


rapid tho process of centralization, tho 
moro ffaqiiout and intense must bo tho 
periods of depression needed to correct it. 


Tho student of social science, observing 


so stupendous a movement, asks whether 
society is ro bo a gainer or tho ioser by it. 
On the oue side ho 'irom bios—especially 11 
ho bo an American—at tho project of add- 
in" enormously to tho burden fit tho mu- 
nicipal governments lu tlio large cities, al- 
ready almost breaking down through cor- 
rmtion and inefficiency. 
H.i realizes that 


in'times of social disturbances tho great 
cities nro an evorgrovriug jnenaco to tho 
public authority anil even to tho existing 
Eoulul order. 
Ko knows that crime is incre.-.sing, liKo 


tho cities, out of all proportion to every- 
thing else, nud that t-hc massing of denso 
populations moans impaired public liun'.th 
and morals. 
Tho oonstont dopletion of 


tho smallor towns and of t'io countTy, 
stcadil-' draining away tho best, lowers 
the tone of village and farm life, prevents 
thc-i-apld diffusion throughout tho country 
of improvements i:-. education and tends to 
exclude the inhabitants of the rural dis- 
tricts from participation in tlio great .-.me- 
liorations of modern Ufo which ought to 
be common to ajl.

In liis contribution to tiio discussion by 
Mon ! scientifio authorities on tl-.o structure of 


mountains, Professor Kilos states thiit in 
tho Appalachian range the beds of rock 
which have tJwro been deposited aro some 
40,000 feet in thickness, while somo dis- 
tance away from tlio mountains, on tho 
plain, tlio (some formations reach only 
about 400 foot, the samo principle of for- 
mation being also known to exist in tho 
casoof foreign mountains and accepted 
as a fact thoroughly proved. It is like- 
wise shown that the material which forms I 
tho mountain beds Is exceedingly coarse, 
demonstrating that thodeposits were made 
near the shores of continents, where tlio 
continental rivers laden with earth ma- 
terial, had their velocity checked by tho 
nceans and dropped first tho larger and 
heavier material, n, fact maclo evident to- 
cliiy by :m examination of any of the great 
mountain systems o£ tho world, which 
skirt tiio shores. 


Briefly, it is argued that tho causes of

MARVELS OF THE SUN DESCRIBED. 


Somo Idea of tlio Distance to That Sourc* 


of lUcbt and Ilia. 


M. Caroillo FJasnmaTiou has an attract- 


ive, method ol oomroanicatiag scientifio 
foots, and in an article in a recent issno 
of Science Sittings-ho gives-a characteris- 
tic description of tho man-els of tbe sun. 
Tho celestial body, ho tells us, weighs 
324,000 tiroes the weight of our globo and 
is 1,283,000 tiroes tho sizo of our earth. 
To form an idea of tho superiority of tho 
grcatnoBs of tho sun over the earth we can 
represent the sun by 'a sphere of 22 meters 
—larger tban tho Pantheon of Paris—and 
place beside it to represent the earth a toy 
balloon of 20 centimeters in diameter. 
Tho real dimensions of the sun are con- 
cluded from its apparent dimensions com- 
bined with its distance. Sta: different 
methods of measurement prove that if tbe 
cntlro oarth wero transported to tho same 
distance as tho sun it would bo seen at an 
angle o; 17.64 degrees—that is to say, at a 
distanco equal to 11,003 times the diameter 
of our globo, or, in other, -words, 149,000,- 
000 of. kilometers. The only way of ap- 
preciating such a distanco is to measure 
it by tho timo a train would take to trav- 
erse it. 
Suppose, for instance, au es- 


press train going at 00 kilometers an hour 
sot out to reach tho sun, tho duration of 
tho journey would bo 140,000,000 minutes, 
or 2,483,333 hours, or 102,473 days, or 283 
years. If set off at onoo, such a train 
would reach the sun in tho year 2177. 
But an express train travels a,t a relative- 
ly slow rate of speed. 


Sensation, which is rapid, almost in- 


stantaneous, travels at tho rate of 28 mo- 
tors per second. If a child asked for tho 
sun, as they sometimes do for tho moon, 
and his nurse gavo it to him, and ho had 
arms long enough to reach tho sun, so that 
it burnt his fingers, ho would never feel thla 
burn. Tho child would become an old 
man and die long before tho sensation of 
burning could pass from tho tips of his 
fingers to his brain, for tbo timo requisite 
lor tho transmission of this sensation 
would cot be less than 163 years.

Fireproof lumber. 


A Chicago man has invented a chemical 


solution by which ho claims that wood 
can be rendered fireproof. If saturated in 
this solution, he maintains that it is im- 
possible for a piece of lumber. to burn, 
«ven if it should bo soaked in coal oil. 
Tho wood or inflammable material of 
which houses oro constructed is flrst im- 
mersed In -the solution of chemicals for a 
period of 24 hours. Tha lumber is thas 
claimed to be fireproof and will burn no 
moro than a piece of iron or stone. By 
means of the chemicals tho wood becomes 
to dense That heat will decompose it by 
charring only, but will not causo any 
flame, Tho Eubstanco produces an inert 
gas, which prevents combustion. By this 
scientific process of making wood non in- 
flammable tho Inventor believes that 
thousands of fires may' bo prevented. Ho 
also thinks that after tho invention is 
thoroughly feno-.vn- rausy railroad coaches 
will bo builtof wood so prepared.— South- 
ern Lumberman.
